It is sincerely hoped that with 
the approach of Spring, a differ- 
ent state of affaire will supercede 
the present, and that more ac- 
tivity in trade will prevail. 
There h some ground for this 
hope. The iron interest is 
brightening in a gratifying man- 
ner, as well as some other indus- 
tries. The only unpromising 
feature of much importance ie 
the price of produce. The 
prospects, for an advance in the 

^ products of the farm are not en- 
couraging, and farmers are slow 
to dispose of what they have to 
•ell at present or lower^pricee, 
and many will carry a large 
quantity ol grain till near the 
oomiug harvest which will be ae 
dead money to them for the 
time. 

However, it only takes bread 
to maintain life, and wool and 
cotton to make clothes to wear, 
and if things will not adjust 
themselves to our ideas, we 
must suit ourselves to them.

Recently an old man lu Cincinnati, 
thinking he was about to die, sent to a 
medical college the massage that he 
wanted to sell Ids body to be used In 
dissection . 

The new British man-of-war Cam- 
perdown, built of steel, at a cost of 
$2,3T5,0«o,ls the heaviest ship ever 
launched In England. It will be three 
years before she is ready for sea. 

The Seth Thomas Clock Co. has pre- 
sented to Chautauqua an elegant tower. 
clock worth seven hundred and lifty 
dollars. This is a splendid donation, 
and will be set ut> next season In con- 
nection with the Chautauqua chimes 

A man appeared on the streets of 
Denver recently drivings team of fully 
developed elks, worth $1,500, aud capa- 
ble of traveling 100 miles a day. The 
children thought Santa Clause bad 
come to town. 

The coal mines near Egypt, N. C, 
are to be reopened next summer. One 
of these mines has a shaft 480 feet lu 
depth. It was this coal that was used 
on blockade runners at Wilmington 
during the war. 

The medical examiners of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad will soou 
have completed their work or examin- 
i u g employes of the road for color- 
blindness. The work wtm begun last 
March, smiths test shows that 41 per 
cent, of those examined are unlit, for 
railroad servioe. The number found 
to be color-blind alone was 4 per cent. 
of the whole.

The Third Assistant Postmaster-
